Irish Pictures for Exhibition. 


Six pictures from the National Gallery 
of Ireland wili ce lent to the exhibition 
of Frenca . . wulen will be opened in 
January Burlington House. These 
include a charming and _ characteristic 
work by Chardin. the great painter of 
French bourgevisie interiors, ‘‘ The Young 
Governess’’; a delightful Lancret, ‘* The 
Tease’’; two important examples of 
Poussin’s work, “ lhe Entombment’’ and 
“The Marriage of Peleus and Thetis,”’ 
with the original study for the latter; 
and a fine Portrait of a Man by 
Perroneau, perhaps the greatest of 
French eighteenth century portrait 
painters. 

Dublin people hardly yet realise the 
‘importance of their national collection, 
so rich in masterpieces of the great 
classical schools of painting. Some years 
ago the Dublin Gallery was chiefly 
renowned for its collection of the “ Little 
Masters” of Holland, which was almost 
unrivalled ; but with the valuable pictures 
given and bequeathed by Sir Hugh Lane 
many gaps were filled, particularly if the 
French school.

Che Gpicure Abroad. 


I have noticed a certain frank 
materialism creep into travellers’ tales. 
Even the most spiritual of modern 
travellers considers that the cuisine Is 
at least as interesting as the cathedrals. 
This is borne out by the example of a 
friend of mine who, having just returned 
from Poland. is almost lyrical in praise 
of the excellence of the food in every 
country through which he passed. In 
Poland, he tells me, eating is a very 
serious matter. Most Poles start work at 
eight in the morning on virtually nothing, 
and break off at mid-day for a cup of 
coffee and a biscuit. At half-past three 
they are ready for lunch. This is usually 
a five-course meal, and consists of beet- 
root soup, sturgean, ham and eggs in a cup 
of pastry, venison, sweets and ices. After 
this gargantuan meal it usually comes as 
a shock to a foreigner to learn that he is 
expected to appear at dinner less than 
three hours later. In Holland, which my 
friend visited on his return journey, he 
found everywhere rich food, simply but 
perfectly cooked. In one restaurant in 
Rotterdam, for less than six shillings. he 
had set before him a six-course dinner. 
consisting of hors d’wurres, with a delicioue 
variety of dried fish; turbot, roast beef 
and vegetables, roast chicken, with a 
salad of fresh pineapple and greengage, 
an ice omelette and dessert. Even food 
procured on railway iourneys, he declared. 
was of good quality. A four-course 
Juncheon, of which he had partaken in a 
Mitrona restaurant-car on a fast express 
travelling from Berlin to Hanover, was 
one at which none but the most fastidious 
might cavil. 


An Trish “Gold Rush.” 


The reported discovery of gold in a 
locality near Dungannon the other day is 
not unlikely, I see, to be the preliminary 
to a mild “ gold rush.” but it also reminds 
me that Ireland must at one time have 
been rich in the precious metal. Exist- 
ing records and manufactured objects 
prove that both gold and silver minos 
existed here. The “ Annals of the Four 
Masters ” inform us that gold was first 
smelted for Tighearmas. one of the earliest 
of the “Milesian kings, in the forests stand- 
ing on the east side of the River Liffey. 


Ireland is conspicuous in Western 


Europe for the number and importance of 


its pre-historic gold finds, and the collee- 
tion of gold ornaments and other articles 
in the Koyal Irish Academy affords some 
evidence of the profusion of its use. Not 
much is known of the early Irish mines, 
but old workings which have been found 
as far apart as Antrim and West Cork have 
much in common with the mines of Corn- 
wall which are generally attributed to the 
Pheenicians. Gold has been found in 
modern times in County Wicklow and the 
Crookhaven district, in West Cork, but the 
quantities collected appear to have been 
insignificant. 


Ghe Arbutus. 


Still among the bogs and mountain 
sides the arbutus is clad in the spangles 
of crimson berries from which it gets 
its English title of wild strawberry. The 
wild strawberry tree has nothing to do 
with the wild variety cf that succulent 
fruit of summer that we eat with relish 
and cream, except that its berries have 
the same rich hue. Pliny, indeed, com- 
menting upon its Latin name of Unede, 
indulged at once in etymology and in 
sarcasm ; for he said it was so called be- 
cause you ate it once and never again. 
The plant in Ireland is associated with 
faerie, because it crops up, unsown by 
man, in the most extraordinary and in- 
accessible places, where it has been borne 
by birds. Its berries were held to give 
the salmon of wisdom its spots, dropping 
from laden boughs into the waters of 
many a holy well; and ancient heroes 
hedged themselves about with arbutus as 
being magical. Indeed, in Irish story the 
berries of arbutus play a part similar to 
the golden apples of the Hesperides. It 
used to be an industry of Killarney to 
cut toys and charms out of its wood. I 
am sorry to learn that this winter craft of 
the home has become obsolete. 


Papal Innovations. 


The policy of the present Pope Pius XI. 
since his election to the Chair of Peter 
has been one of intellectual and material 
progress. Shortly after his entry into the 
Vatican he persuaded the Cardinals of the 
Roman Guria to give up their picturesque 
horse-drawn carriages in favour of 
modern saloon motor cars, and this was 
the first of many domestic reforms. 
During the present year a broadcasting 
station was installed within the Vatican 
walls, and last week an electric light 
System appeared in St. Peter’s for the 
first time. Now it appears that an agri- 
cultural farm, to be run on the most up- 
to-date principles, will shortly be estab- 
lished at the Papal villa. Castel Gandolfo, 
once the favourite resort of the Roman 
Pontiffs. Perched high on the rim of the 
long extinct crater lake. Albano, this 
villa is beautifully situated, looking down 
on one side into the cool waters of the 
lake, and on the other dominating the 
Roman Campagna. Castel Gandolfo was 
originally purchased by Urban VIII., the 
famous Barberini Pope, from a member of 
the Visconti family. One of its many 
rooms is famed as having been the bed- 
room of Pope Pius IX.—the last Pontiff 
fo occupy the villa—and it is preserved 
exactly as he left it in 1869. 
interesting compartment was the study of 
Pius IX.’s Secretary of State. Cardinal 
Antonelli, who, having a liking for Japa- 
nese ornaments, had she whole room fur- 
nished in the style of the Island Empire.

Quartet at Ballsbridge yesterday 

yielded enjoyable examples of the 
highest skill in the art of quartet playing.

A FILM OF THE 
WEEK. 


“LE MILLION” AT THE 
GRAFTON.

i By Our Cinema CORRESPONDENT. 

THE excellent comic films of René Clair 
ce have long since gained for the French 

director the approval of a smai! section 
who take the cinema seriously. In totality 
they make up the wittiest and gayest film 
comedy in the world to-day. That Clair is 
also the most fastidious of film directors now 
working will be recognised by everyone who 
sees ‘‘ Le Million’’ at the Grafton Picture 
House, Dublin, this week. 

“ Le Million” is one of those films which 
really must be seen, as much by all who are 
interested in film technique as by all who 
can laugh at a comedy that is as spirited and 
as intelligent as anything that Chaplin him- 
self could have done. There is in this film 
all that comic sensibility which made Chaplin 
the idol of the screen, and which Chaplin 
shares in these days with René Clair alone.

In it is an infectious sense of fun that leaps 
excitedly to meet a foregone comic conclusion, 
but it is as far removed from the slapstick 
of Hollywood as is the Latin tradition from 
the conglomerate civilisation of the Pacific 
slope. 

It is odd that this French director should 
have found fame and popularity with the 
'“talkies ” after his silent films had been 
admired only by those whose familiarity with 
screen technique was unshared by the masses, 
but he has made a wore intelligent use of 
sound than any other director. 


MUSICAL COMEDY. 

“Le Million " is real musical comedy in 
that the comedy line of the music is inter- 
woven with that of the pot. The melody is 
split up into many environments, so that eve 
and ear flash from the café to the police 
station, to the attic studio, the empty street, 
and along the spiral stairway to every floor 
of the students’ tenement. The phrases of 
the theme song set the rhythm for the traffic, 
the street sounds, the notes of the accordion. 
and for the hilarious climax which brings the 
storv to its appointed end. 

The plot is unremarkable for either novelty 
or originality. A young art student holds a 
lottery ticket which has won a million francs, 
but when he seeks his ticket he is unable to 
find it. 'The ticket is in the pocket of a coat 
which his soft-hearted girl friend had given 
to a man who was endeavouring to escape 
from the police, and it is the effort to regain 
possession of the precious coat that makes the 
film. First it went to the shop of a theatrical 
costumier, who is also a gang-leader: thence 
to the opera, as pait of the wardrobe of a 
famous tenor; and afterwards all over Paris 
on the roof of a taxi-cab. The winner is first 
seen endeavouring to escape the attentions 
of his creditors. who later turn into a chorus 
of chanting sycophants when thev learn of 
the lottery prize. From the erazy chase 
along the stairs and corridors of the tenement 
until the firal rush, in which the precious 
coat is used with the skiled speed of a 
Rugby football rush, the whole action is one 
piece of rhythmic comedy. Such scenes as 
the procession of the creditors, the antics of 
the men in the police station, the delightful 
satire of the opera, the Rugby passing move 
meut with the coat, and the savage ire of 
the unpaid taxi-man are as good as anything 
that Chaplin has done, and will be found 
equally satisfying. 


WIT AND SLAPSTICK. 

This French film bas wit and judgment that 
place it above anvthing that even Chaplin has 
done. Its siapstick knockabout is excellent 
“movie” but its comic parades, its 
burlesques of sentiment, its fooling and its 
rushing are all controlled by a kind of comic 
logic which makes it an unusual event in the 
cinema. 

The dialogue is in French, but that need 
not deter anybody from seeing the film. Its 
actions are self-revealing and self-explanatory, 
but, lest that were insufficient, the Eng'ish 
version was provided with a pair of comic 
workmen. whose duty it is to comment upon 
and summarise the story at intervals. As a 
Frenchman's idea of the British workman, 
this pair is worthy of inspection. They 
drink a lot, but they do not work, and they 
speak as no British worker has ever spoken. 
As if all that were insufficient, the film show- 
ing at the Grafton this week is provided with 
a running translation of the dialogue at the 
foot of the picture. That was quite unneces- 
sary, and it takes some of the attention from 
the action upon which the film really depends 
for its success. 

It is a film that no one can fail to enjoy, 
and that no one should fail to see.

Saorstat. The Justice, in commenting 
upon the evidence, said that the defen lane 
apparently thought that he was outside 
the jurisdiction of the Free State when 
he was on the waters of the Lough, but 
added that there was some excuse tor such 
ignorance, as the High Court-in Belfast 
were under the same delusion. 

It will be recalled that when between 
thirty and forty Donegal fishermen were 
cited to appear in the Northern Ireland 
High Court last year in connection with: 
fishing operations on the Lough, it was 
argued on behalf of the company holding 
the fishery rights from the Honourable the 
Irish Society in London, that, under an 


ancient charter from an English king, the | 


waters of Lough Foyle were constituted a 
part of the County of Londonderry, and 
as such were under the jurisdiction of the 
Ulster Government. The case against the 
fishermen was undefended, and they were 
convicted, 

The District Justice is of a different 
opinion ; for, according to his belief, all 
Lough Foyle is part cf the territorial 
waters of the Free State under the Treaty 
with Britain, and that the land of 
the Six Counties belongs to Northern 
Ireland. 

The question was referred to the Im- 
perial Government for consideration more 
than a year ago, but it was shelved. and 
people are wondering what the final out- 
come will be.

N application is to be made to the 
A Board of ‘Trade in London this week

The value of the 
October imports is £94,907, or £59,291 
higher than the previous month, and €25,26u 
mcre than October last year. A portion ci 
these imports represents dumped good ;, 
although part of the increased value is 
attributable to the depreciation of the £. 

PIECE GOODS. 

The amount of linen piece goods exported 
was 5,971,900 square yards, compared with 
4,987,600 square yards for October, i930, and 
4,755,800 square yards for September, 1921. 
Shipments of piece goods to the United 
States, the largest market for Irish linen, 
totalled 2,937,800 square vards, as compared 
vith 1,970,000 square yards for the preceding 
October. The exports to all parts of the 
British Empire of linen cloth last month 
reached 1,339,200 square yards, -or nearly 
120,000 square yards more than a year ago. 
South Africa and Canada took less than a 
year ago, but there were satisfactory increases 
in the amounts exvorted to Australia, India, 
New Zealand and the British West Indies. 
The Latin-American Republics of South 
America took only 166,300 square yards, com- 
pared with 747,300 square yards in Octoher 
last year, the drop being due to tlie strained 
financial conditions in these countries. 

Shipments of linen handkerchiefs Jast month 
reached 334,120 dozens, as compared with 
246,330 dozens last October, while the value 
of table damask exported increased from 


£60,253 to £75,866.

M corporal punishment in any school, 
and I regard an assault on a 
child the same as any other ordinary 
assault,’ said Judge Kenny at Skibbereen 
Circuit Court when hearing a claim for £100 
brought against Mr. Michael John Daly, 
rincival, Tragumna National School, by 
Kathleen Geaney (10), suing. through her 
father, Patrick Geaney, Banlabawn. 

The girl stated that she was beaten be- 
causcd she missed an Irish lesson, and when 
she began to cry the defendant struck her 
across the legs and back with a cane. Her 
legs bled. 

Jane Geaney, mother of the girl, stated 
that her daughter had to be medically 
treated. 

Dr. Molloney said that there were four 
marks on one of the girl’s legs and three 
marks on the other. There was evidence of 
the skin having been broken and having 
bled. There were two weals on the child's 
back. 

Evidence for the plaintiff was given by 
other school children. 

The defendant admitted striking the child 
twice across the legs with a light, flexible 
cane. 

THE RULE. 

Mr. Kavanagh, barrister-at-law, pointed 
out that the rule for these schools was that 
corporal punishment should be inflicted only 
in a case of grave digression. He held that 
the punishment inflicted in this case was un- 


, warranted. 


The Judge said that he looked on a case 
like this as on a case of ordinary assavlt, 
and if he had his way he would treat them 
the same. “í would also consider an 
assault by a father on a child,” continued 
the Judge. “ the same as an ordinary assault. 
because I believe the less ill-treatment 
youngsters receive the better.” - 

He cited a case of the effects of corporal 
punishment on three young boys, one of 
whom, he stated, became insane. This case 
had left a deep impression on his mind. 

“A WICKED THING.” 

Reverting to the case before the Court, he 
said: “Í do not regard this little girl a fit 
subject for physical punishment; she is a 
delicate and tender child, and to my mind it 
was a most wicked thing to have touched her. 
However, other judges in the High Court say 
such a thing is permissible. If I was using 
my own discretion I would give a decree here, 
but I must dismiss it, but without costs. | 
hone that in fifty years’ time, when I am in 
Heaven and when I look down on earth. 
will ‘see no child being beaten either by the 
parent or schoolmaster.”’

Britain, having lingered for some weeks 
on the brink of protection, at last has 
launched away. In the House of Com- 
mons yesterday the President of the Board 
of Trade, a ‘sensible convert to necessity, 
announced his proposals for the stoppage 
of dumping. As an index to the National 
Government’s genoral attitude these pro- 
posals are very important; for there is 
nothing half-hearted about them. They 
have satisfied the most robust protec- 
tionists of the Conservative majority. Mr. 
Runciman explained that he was acting 
under the spur of need. During the past 
six weeks foreign countries, anticipating 
British tariffs, have poured vast quantities 
of goods into British harbours; and this 
process must be stopped if British trade is 
not to take serious harm. Accordingly, 
an immediate Act of Parliament will em- 
power the Board of Trade, by 
Orders in Council, to put heavy duties 
on goods which are being 
IR excessive quantities. Orders, so 
granted to the Board of Trade, must be 
ratified by the House of Commons within 
a period of four weeks. Amid Conserva- 
tive cheers, Mr. Runciman stated that the 
duty on dumped articles would be ‘ not

The Prince's appeal was made 
specially to women, who everywhere are 
the autocrats of the dinner-table; we can- 
not doubt that it will be immediately and 
widely effective. Some weeks ago President 
Cosgrave wave similar advice to the people 
of the Free State—that they should buy 
from the Empire when they could not buy 
at home-—-and across the Channel his plea 
did not pass unnoticed. We may expect, 
therefore, that, as a result of the ‘‘ Buy 
British ”” movement, the British public 
will give a ready welcome to increased 
supplies of Free State bacon, butter, eggs 
and poultry. If Irishmen, through lazi- 
ness or slipshod methods, lose this oppor- 
tunity, the fault will be their own. It is 
a matter of special importance that the 
Free State’s standing in British markets

It has ceased to be true that an Irish or 
English musician is without honour in his 
own country. Yet something lingers of 
the bad, old principle which ordained that 


only those whose names ended in ‘‘ —ini,

—wsky ” could sing a 
song or play the piano in a manner fit for 
civilised hearing. That belief—a notable 
example of national ‘ inferiority complex’”’ 
—has done, and continues to do, infinite 
harm to Irish and English music. To-day 
the problem of foreign artists is agitating 
musical circles in England. It was revived 
recently by the Daily Telegraph, and Mr. 
Arnold Bax, an eminent English composer, 
has issued a startling opinion on the sub- 
ject. He holds, in brief, that every foreign 
artist ought to be barred from England for 
ten years, and points, in justificatwon of 
his plea, to the fact that during the War, 
when Britain had to rely on her native 
talent in matters of music, she bred a crop 


a 
dh 
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of magnificent executants. Mr. Bax, as 
we think, mistakes the point, and 
few people would support his pro- 
posal to put an embargo on continental 
musicians. Such a step would be retro- 
gressive and ruinous; for art is one of the 
few things that are truly international, 
and free trade is its life-blood. He will 
remedy the fault not by any restriction on 
foreign executants, but by a change of 
heart among the audiences. Unfortunately, 
to procure such a change of heart is diffi- 
cult. The musical public of England is 
fixed in its belief that English artists are 
inferior to foreigners, while nothing will 
persuade the Irish musical public that 
continental artists are not necessarily 
better than Englishmen, and Englishmen 
than Irishmen. For this reason most 
of the best Irish musicians are compelled 
to go to England, because they cannot 
acquire either money or reputation at 
home. This evil condition has lasted too 
long. We do not believe in Mr. Bax’s pro- 
posed embargo, but we believe that Irish- 
men and Englishmen alike ought to judge 
impartially in matters of music. They ought 
not to be deluded by “ publicity.’’ When- 
ever they find that a local musician is as 
capable an executant as the average con- 
tinental “ big noise,” they ought to give 
him a chance. Unquestionably, there are 
a few musical giants on the Continent who 
overshadow the domestic produce in 
quality of performance as much as in 
name, and cannot be overlooked. On 
the other hand, it is 
that Ireland and England can produce 


generally true 


executants every whit as good as the 
average foreign importation, and these 
men ought to be encouraged rather than 
rejected.

Man and the Machine. 


Some interesting remarks on the subject 
of man-power in industry were made by 
Mr. P. M. Stewart, chairman of Associated 
Portland Cement Manufacturers, Limited, 
at a meeting -f the Industrial Welfare 
Society. Human vitality, he said, repre- 
sented, as a rule, the most costly item of 
production. Home Office statistics relating 
to workmen's compensation in Britain 
show that no less than £6,569,918 was paid 
under this head alone in respect of seven 
groups of industries during 1929. Mr. 
Stewart cited these and kindred expenses 
to show that the passing of the old- 
fashioned proprietor was compensated by 
material advantages of no mean order. He 
expressed his conviction that the great 
increase of welfare work undertaken by 
large companies on behalf of 
employés had improved their 
status in a manner which would not have 
been possible to the older individual firms. 
Though the movement in industry to-day, 
which converts humanity into a cog, strips 
labour of it. artistic Mr. 
Stewart, no doubt, is right. Speed is more 
valued by 
craftsmanship ; and a more hurried world, 
if it is supplied promptly with its require- 
ments by vast will not 
notice that the artist has disappeared from 
the scene. Mr. Stewart, developing his 
theme, stressed the need for care of the

SUBURBAN TRAINS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMFS 

Str,—Surely the directors of the Great 
Southern Railways are adopting an unwise 
policy on the Kingstown-Dalkev line if they 
wish to retain their suburban passenger 
trafic? They have lately cut down drasti- 
cally the number of the trains, and slowed 
down most of those that remain, so that they 
stop at all the stations between Dalkey and 
Dublin. There is, therefore, now no icentive 
to people living some distance out—say, be- 
tween Kingstown and Dalkey—to walk to a 
railway station, as thev reach the centre of 
the city earlier by stepping on a bus at the 
nearest point to their homes. The railway 
has thus surrendered the one advantage 
which it held over the "bus for long-distance 
traffic—namelv, that of speed—for the sake 
of picking up the few passengers who still 
use the stations between Kingstown and the 
citv, and are decreasing in number everv day.

SWELLING IMPORTS. 


There had been for the last few weeks 
an anticipation abroad that the imposi 
tion of a Customs duty would be part of 
the policy of the present Government at 
an early date, and the result had been 
that goods were being rushed into this 
country.

AGRICULTURE. 


I know I shall be asked—what is to be 
done with regard to agriculture? I would 
remind you, to begin with, that the 
powers which we are going to ask for this 
week are emergency powers, and if our 
proposals go through, they will expire in 
six months. In this bill we have not in 
cluded agriculture, because forestalling in 
agricultural produce, from its nature, is 
scarcely practicable.

HE Prince of Wales last night in- 
augurated the ' Buy British ” cam- 
paign, organised by the Empire Marketing 
Board, in a speech which was broadcast 
to all stations from the Birmingham 
Studio. He said that it is now recognised 
that, as a nation, we have been lately 
buying from abroad more than we are able 
to pay for by exports, and that we should 
concentrate first on buying at home more 
of what we need and on using to the ful! 
what our own farms and factories can 
provide. 

Moreover, he went on, there is a fresh 
determination among us this winter to 
lessen our unemployment, to bring back 
work to those thousands of homes seeking 
and waiting for it, and to restore the 
fortunes of our own countryside. I back 
this appeal to ‘‘ buy British’’ not only as 
a consumer, but primarily as a means of 
alleviating the misery which I am con- 
tinually finding in the homes of the unem- 
ployed, and also as one of those whom 
the Empire Marketing Board was set up 
specially to bencfit—l mean as a farmer 
and breeder both in England and Canada. 


WHAT IT MEANS. 


We must never let the words become a 
mere parrot-cry. Buying British implies 
selling British. Those phrases together 
imply a long process of team work, 
stretching back from the retail shop 
through all channels of transport and 
distribution to the farms and factories. 
Those who control expenditure, from the 
director in his board-room with large 
contracts to place to the woman laying 
out her housekeeping money, must be 
inquisitive about the sources of what they 
buy.

GENERAL HONJO INTERVIEWED.

MUKDEN, Menday. | 

ATE on Sunday night a body of Chinese | 
raiding troops, having out-flanked 
the Japanese, attacked a railway station in 
the Japanese rear and cut all communica- 
tions. The raiders were later driven off, 
but the danger of the Japanese position is 
clearly recognised in an intimation by the 
War Office in Tokyo that it may be neces- 
sary to despatch additional military aero- 


The message adds that General Ma 
Chang-shan will be held responsible if a 
serious clash occurs. 

Owing to the threatening situation, the 
Japanese Consul at Tsitsihar withdrew on 
Saturday. 

General Honjo told Reuter’s Correspon- 
dent in a special interview here to-day that 
he could not give the roughest guess at 
when evacuation would be possible, though 
he added that Japan had no wish to 
obstruct the activities of the League. 

The Commander-in-Chief mentioned 
suspicions that he had of Russian 
assistance to the Chinese. As regarded 
the restoration of the young Manchu 
Emperor, Hsuang Tung, he said that the 
Japanese military authorities were not in- 
terested. That was a question for the 
people of Manchuria only, and not for the 
Japanese Army. 


*POLICING ” MANCHURIA. 


Explaining why the Japanese troops 
were stitl here notwithstanding the Geneva 
resolution, General Honjo said that there 
were several menacing forces in Manchuria, 
the chief being the ever-present bandits. 
who were not of the old school, but soldier 
bandits: They were active all over 
Maachuria. 

Furthermore, at Nonni Bridge, the 
Japanese forces were menaced by the mass- 


ing of forces of Chinese irregulars to the 
north and of Chinese raiders to the rear. 
They were constantly threatening the 
Japanese lines of communieation. In 
addition there were hundreds of thousands 
of Koreans constantly exposed to danger.

Briand suggested that it 
might be possible to reach agreement on 
the terms of the Chinese Note of October 
24th, whereby Dr. Sze recognised all 
obligations that China had undertaken in 
treaties. and the willingness of that 
country to submit all difficulties regard- 
ing the treaties to the arbitration of the 
International Court of The Hague.

Association in Enniscorthy this evening, and 
=~ dissatisfaction was expressed with the 
ure. 

Mr. A. M. Fahy, General Secretary, wrote 
that the offer was: A basic price for a one- 
year contract of 39s. (155 per cent. sugar 
content), with the usual allowance or dis- 
a:lowance for each unit above or below 154 

r cent., plus an increase of 1s. per ton of 

eet for every increase of 1s. per cwt, in the 
price of raw sugar when the average price 
for the period, November, 1932, to March, 
1933, in the London Terminal market when 
the raw exceeds 6s. ód. per cwt.; the 
acreage proposed to be given in the season 
1932-33 to be increased from 12,000 to the 
maximum of 13,000, with a view to en 
deavouring to satisfy old growers by pro 
viding them as far as possible with the sams 
acreage as they previously had. : 

In connection with the subsidy on freight 
it would be the same as in 1931-32. An 
e2.cess up to 2s. on freights over 6s. would be 
allowed, but if the present freights increased 
the Sugar Manufacturing Company would 
not alter in any way its contribution by way 
o’ subsidy; the law case to be withdrawn, 
and both sides to pay their own costs. 


GROWERS’ DECISION. 

Mr. Michael Doyle, Chairman of the Wex 
ford County Council, who presided, said that 
the Executive of the Beet Growers’ Associa- 
tion, at their meeting in Carlow on Satur- 
day, had expressed in a very strong resolu: 
tion their dissatisfaction at the price of 59s 
per ton offered by the Sugar Manufacturinz 
Company. and had decided to send a deputa- 
tion to President Cosgrave and the Minister 
for Agriculture to try to have the price in- 
creased. The deputation, which wou'd yo to 
Dublin on ‘tuesday or Wednesday, would be 
comprised of five members of the Executive, 
accompanied by Mr. Crabbe and Mr. O’ Keen. 
At the meeting on Saturday there was an 
expression of opinion from the different beet- 
growing counties, and all were thoroughly dis 
e tisfied with the offer. 

Apart from the price, there was also the 
question of retaining acreage for those 
growers who had refused to grow beet last 
vear. The Association should provide 
for these by getting acreage for 
them. The Sugar Manufacturing Company 
had offered to give another 1,000 acres of beet 
for distribution amongst these growers In the 
coming contracts, but that was not enough. 
A further meeting, he said, would be held in 
Carlow within a week to consider the views 
of the different counties. 

Mr. W. Thorpe said that he thought there 
was great dissatisfaction. The growers con- 
sidered that the Government had let them 
down, and that they did not exert sufficient 
pressure on the factory. 


THE FACTORY PRICE. 

Mr. Mayler Roche, who was one of the 
committee representing the growers’ associa- 
tion, which conducted the negotiations with 
the Sugar Manufacturing Company last week, 
said that Sir Maurice Lippens adopted the 
attitude that he was only bartering pence and 
halfpence with the growers, and was just 
tolerating them. Mr. Greene, Chairman of 
the Growers’ Association, analysed Sir Maurice 
Lippens’s figures, and showed that the fac- 
tory could pay 43s. a ton. The factory re- 
“eran geste then said that they had over- 
ooked taking into consideration a loss of 
£20,000 which they would suffer this year. 

In all fairness, said Mr. Roche, how ‘can 
you deal with people like that. Immediately 
that you prove one thing they turn to a side 
issue. 

Mr. Roche added that he did not believe 
that the factory would budge from 69s., be- 
cause every beet-grower on the Continent was 
watching them, and if the price was increased 
by Sir Maurice Lippens here he would have 
to give way everywhere else. He was pre- 
pared to close the factory before increasing 
the price. It was not that he cannot increase 
it, but he will not increase it. As one of the 
Committee, he would like to say that Mr. 
Hogan went to considerable trouble with the 
deputation. The price of 38s., which they 
rejected last year, was really better than the 
39s. now offered, because of the reduction in 
the value of the pound, the cost of living had 
gone up, and the overhead expenses of the 
growers would be considerably increased. It 
looked as if the factory wanted to break the 
Association this year, as they were only pre- 
pared to offer one year’s contract. 

His opinion was that they should grow no 
beet this year, but should ask the Government 
to give the subsidy for the benefit of agricul- 
ture. It was the farmers’ right, and the 
principal reason why it was given was to 
assist the farmers. 


DISTRICT MEETINGS. 

Mr. J. Brennan, Mr. John Sinnott, and 
several other members agreed. that the price 
of 39s. would leave no profit. 

Mr. Roche remarked that at that figure 
beet was an unprofitable industry, and it 
would die away when the factory people get 
another half million out of it. 

It was decided to hold meetings in every 
district to obtain the opinion of the growers 
as to the offer, and to hold a County Execu- 
tive meeting next Monday to decide on the 
attitude that the County Wexford delegates 
will adopt. 


MINISTERS’ HELP 
SOUGHT. 


Pest the Ir a meeting of the Executive 


of the Irish Beet-growers’ Association 

in Carlow, a deputation has been 
appointed to approach President Cosgrave 
and Mr. P. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, 
on the question of the most recent offer 
made to beet-growers by the Irish Sugar 
Manufacturing Company, Ltd., Carlow. This 
deputation will probably meet the Free 
State Ministers concerned within the next 
few days. 

At the five-day conference between the 
Irish Sugar Manufacturing Company, Ltd., 
and the Irish Beet-growers’ Association, 
Ltd., which took place at Government Build- 
ings, Dublin, under the chairmanship of 
Judge Shannon, with a view to fixing a 
price for beet during the ensuing season, the 


than they had been since relations became 
strained this season owing to the refusal of 
the company to pay more than 38s. per ton 
factory weight for sugar-beet. Rather than 
accept this price, the Executive of the Beet- 
rowers’ Association recommended its mem- 
oo to sow other crops. 

Meanwhile the company entered into con- 
tracts with new growers, a large proportion 
of whom were small holders with family 
help. Attempts were made to prevent these 
contracts from being fulfilled by sympathisers 
with the Beet-growers’ Association, and, 
following a series of acts of intimidation and 
violence, an injunction against certain mem- 
bers of the Beet-growers’ Association was 
obtained by the Sugar Company. 

At the recent conference, under Judge 
Shannon, it was announced that the company 
would withdraw all legal proceedings against 
the growers, and an offer was made of 39s. 
per ton, plus something extra if the price 
of sugar advanced for next season’s crop. 
The growers’ representatives declared that 
this was not a proposal of which they would 
recommend acceptance. 

This decision was followed by a meeting 
of the Growers’ Executive in Carlow last 
Saturday, when it was decided to send a 
deputation to President Cosgrave and the 
Minister for Agriculture,

SALARY AND 
DEPOSITS. 


DUBLIN DIRECTOR’S 
ACTION. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE MURNAGHAN.) 

The hearing of the appeal by the defend- 
ants in the case of Mr. Christopher Murphy, 
Glenageary, Co. Dublin, against Messrs. 
Clery and Co., Ltd., O’Connell street, Dublin, 
was resumed. This was an appeal from a 
decision of Mr. Justice Johnston directing 
the defendant company to pay to the plaintiff 
£3,003, with interest at per cent. on 
£2,379 8s. ld. The plaintiff’s claim was for 
salary alleged to be due to him as a director 
and as chairman of the defendant company, 
and for principal and interest alleged to le 
due to him by the defendant company on 
foot of his deposit account with the company. 

Mr.: Dickie, K.C.; Mr. Overend,  K.C.; 
Mr. Fitzgeraid, K.C., and Mr. J. Maguire 
(instructed by Messrs. E. and G. Stapleton), 
appeared for the appellants; and Mr. Jellett, 
h.C.; Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. Vaughan 
Wilson (instructed by Messrs. O’Connor and 
Dudley), for the respondent. 


“ DIFFERENT ATTITUDES.” 


Continuing his argument on behalf of the 
respondent, Mr. Jellett said that the company 
had adopted different attitudes in reference 
to these procvedings. In the first instance, 
there was no denial of the liability, but an 
admission of it, and an offer to pay by instal. 
ments. A different attitude was adopted 
before Mr. Justice Johnston; two affidavits 
were filed by the secretary of the company, 
and the point was made that the directors 
could not divide the remuneration voted to 
them, in the way it was divided, without a 
resolution either of the company or of the 
directors. In the second affidavit it was 
stated that the lodging of the cash by ‘the 
plaintiff and his getting interest thereon did 
not affect the legal position. A third attitude 
was disclosed in the appeal proceedings when 
they heard the point about banking and the 
joint tenancy in the remuneration of the 
directors, 

The joint tenancy that was suggested 
would be in the teeth of article 80 of the 
articles of association, and, in fact, would 
defeat its provisions. It would also be in 
the teeth of the agreement come to between 
the directors, and of the company’s action 
in acting upon and paying in accordance with 
that agreement. In fact, the main points 
relied upon in this appeal had never before 
been mentioned in the affidavits or in the 
arguments before Mr. Justice Johnston. 

There was no suggestion anywhere in the 
letters which passed between the parties, and 
in the affidavits, that the deposits made by 
the plaintiff were made or used for any 
illegitimat# purpose. Money was provided 
by Mr. Murphy for the company, and the 
company agreed to pay interest, and did pay 
interest on it. In one of his letters Mr. 
McGuire, the managing director. treated the 
money as a deposit, and proposed to add 
the accruing interest to the capital sum. 
Nothing had been mentioned about what the 
company did with the money, or contem- 
plated doing with it. 


MONEY ON DEPOSIT. 


Mr. Phelps, following on the same side, 
submitted that there was a contract in this 
case and that a remuneration based on that 
contract was fixed. The contract consisted 
in the offering of his services by the director 
and the acceptance of the services by the 
company. In no sense, he stated, could it 
be said that a joint tenancy existed in the 
property of the fund created for the 
remuneration of the directors or that the 
three Messrs. Murphy were joint creditors 
as against the company. The company was 
a trading company, and never for a moment 
carried on a banking business. 

Replying to the arguments for the respon 
dent, Mr. Dickie contended that directors 
had no right to a salary, and the claim in 
this respect was not a good one. He re- 
peated that there was no resolution account- 
ing for the money on deposit ; and, with regard 
to the lettérs exhibited, he stated that they 
were not written with the authority of the 
company, If this was a good debt, why did 
these directors, who were there in the pro- 
portion of three to one, not pay themselves by 
cheque all the salary and deposits and all 
the interest they claimed to be due to them? 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon—Apparently they 
did not know the amount of the deposit and 
the interest on it, as they had to write to 
the secretary to get that information. 

Mr. Dickie stated that, in company law, 
an acknowledgment of a debt could not be 
made if there was no authority to make the 
acknowledgment. It must be proved that 
there was a contract with Mr. Murphy to 
take money on deposit from him and to pay 
interest at 5 per cent., and whether the 
money was deposited in a lump sum or in 
sums taken from time to time. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

THE SALVATION OF 
BRITAIN. 


—@——— 
MACMILLAN COMMITTEE 
EVIDENCE. 


Committee on Finance and Industry 

was issued in London last night. In 

their evidence the Committee recommended 

that the objective first to raise and then 

stabilise the international price-level be the 

= aim of the monetary policy of Great 

ritain. The monetary system of Great 

Britain must be a managed system, and the 

managing authority should be the Bank of 
England. 

Mr. Montagu Norman, Governor of the 
Kank of England, in his evidence, 
suid that information he had re- 
ceived led him to believe and hope that 
the salvation of this country lay in the pro- 
cess of rationalisation. which has to be 
achieved by unity or unification, or marriage 
of finance and industry 

Lord Macmillan asked whether, when the 
Bank of England raised or lowered the Bank 
rate, they had in view what were or might 
be the consequences to the country’s indus- 
trial positions. 

Mr. Norman replied they had them in view, 
but the main consideration was the interna- 
tional consideration. The whole international] 
machinery was bound together, and worked 
as a whole. 


THE BANK RATE. | 

Lord Macmillan then put the following 
question to Mr. Norman: “' You have from 
time to time to consider whether you will 
raise or lower the bank rate, which is one 
of the chief functions of the Bank of England. 
Have you in view, when you raise or lower 
the bank rate, what are, or may be, the con- 
sequences to the industrial position of the 
country 7? ”’ 

Mr. Norman replied—l should answer by 
saying that we have them in view; yes, but 
that the main consideration in connection 
with movements of the Bank rate is the 
international consideration, and that 
especially over the last few years, so far as 
international position is concerned—cer- 
tainly until the last few weeks—we have 
been continuously under the harrow. 

Lord Macmillan—It would be interesting 
for you to tell us how far you are a free 
agent in this matter, and how far you are 
under the compulsion, on the one hand, of 
the legislative scheme under which you work, 
and, on the other hand, of the international! 
position over which you have not got 
control, how far are you a free agent? 

Mr. Norman —-] should say so far as the 
legislative position goes we are a free agent, 
bat so far as the international position goes, 
if I judge the second part of your question 
rightly, we are not at all a free agent, but 
that the whole of the international ange. ; 
is bound together, and that, however much 
or little it may be recognised, it necessarily 
works as a whole as, indeed, it should do, 
and that in point of fact what is called 
the gold standard is the cement by which 
it is bound together. 


THE COUNTRY’S GOLD. 

Lord Macmillan then asked Mr. Norman— 
Is it because international movements are 
devleting the stock of gold in this country 
that you find it necessary to arrest that 
course by increasing the Bank rate? 

Mr. Norman replied—It may come down 
to thas ultimate question of the stock of 
gold, or it may come down to the general 
question of rates of interest and confidence. 
There are many other precise forms that it 
takes, but, generally speaking, that is true. 

Lord Macmillan went on to ask whether 
the power which resides in the Bank of 
England for raising or lowering the bank 
rate was an instrument, if used for the pur- 
pose of preserving the stock of gold, an 
instrument effective for that purpose? 

Mr Norman—lIt is effective. 

Replying further to Lord Macmillan, Mr. 
Norman said :—‘‘I should think its internal 
effect was, as a rule, greatly exaggerated— 
that its actual ill-effects were greatly 
exaggerated—and that they are much more 
psychological than real. I think that the dis- 
advantages to the internal position are rela- 
tively small comp4red with the advantages to 
the external position.” 


THE FINANCIAL MACHINE. 

Later Mr. Norman said that, broadly speak- 
ing, he did not think the financial machine 
was at fault. ‘‘I think, to use your ex- 
pression, that industry has had a series of 
misfortunes or muischances over the last few 
years, and, as it were, has jammed. I think 
that, although rationalisation is a new word, 
it is an old process. It is an old process 
which has largely fallen into disuse, and it 
is also as intended to-day on a different scale, 
so different a scale that st is almost a 
difference in kind as well as in degree from 
what was originally had in mind. 

“ I have never been able to see myself why, 
for the last few years, it should have been 
impossible for industry, starting from 
within, to have readjusted its own posi- 
tion. I have never been able to see it 
on broad lines, taking, not companies but 
industries practically as a whole, which is 
what I have in mind. I have never seen, 
and I do not see to-day, why that should not 
have been done. I know many who are 
interested in industry who believe that :t 
might have been done. I believe that had 
it been done the whole face and prospect of 
industry would look different to-day. 

“It is this long period of mischance, of 
being in a jam, which seems to have dis 
heartened industry. I do not think myself 
that that is the fault of finance, except in 
so iar as finance is dependent on a certain 
international position and certain jnternation4] 
liaisons, from which it cannot “and should 
not detach itself or attempt to detach itseif.”’ 


RETURN TO GOLD. 

Mr. Bevin asked Mr. Norman if the effect 
of the decision to return to the gold standard 
in 1925 upon industry had been to leave them 
with a million and a half unemployed or 
more for five years. 

Mr. Norman—No; I am not aware that 
that is a true statement. J do not think 
that that has been the cause, or the sole 
cause. I should imagine that a great many 
other things have contributed.to it. 

Mr. McKenna asked Mr. Norman—In your 
judgment, if ycu increase the volume of credit 
by buying securities would there be any 
effect upon industry over a period? 

Mr. Norman—Over a long period, not over 
a short period.

POSSIBILITY OF A 
FAMINE.

T: growing of timber in Ireland íor com- 


mercial and other purposes was the 

subject, of discussion at the weekly 
luncheon meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club 
in Clery’s Restaurant yesterday. : 

Mr. A. E. Forbes, late Director of Forestry 
in the Irish Free State, introduced the topi-. 
He said that the surface of Ireland was 
probably entirely treeless at some time within 
the past ter thousand years, and until quite 
recently it was in great danger of becoming 
treeless again. 

During the past thirty years vast changes 
had taken placa in timber consumption. Big 
beams, piles and a vast quantity of timber 
that was formerly used in construction work 
had been replaced by ferro-concrete, while 
wood pulp for newsprint was manufactured 
on a colossal scale. 

These developments had changed the entire 
outlook of timber consumption and timber 
production The timber famine predicted by 
John Evelyn and others three hundred years 
ago never materialised. The famine predicted 
by present-day experts might be equally 
imaginary. 

The planting of all trees on a commercial 
scale was largely speculative, but probably 
the plainting of Oregon pine, or what 1s 
known as Douglas fir, would be a safe under- 
taking, provided that it was planted upon 
land good enough to bring it to matarity. 

‘The earlier records of tree growth were 
almost entirely associated with the oak, ash 
and yew and a few others of minor import- 
ance, and we might take it for granted that 
the oak was the important tree from the 
bronze age down to the eighteenth century, 
and was used for all constructive purposes in 
which size and strength were necessary. 


IMPORTED TIMBER. 


The earliest record of imported timber 
dated from about 1667, when two ships 
arrived in Dublin from Boston with masts 
and other native stores. About the same time 
timber of pine and spruce began to arrive 
from Norway, and subsequently from Sweden, 
and by the year 1800 the use of these 
timbers for building construction had become 
quite general, and vak was chiefly required 
for shipbuilding. 

The next change in the consumption of 
commercia! timber began about 1850, almost 
coinciding with the use of iron for shipbuild- 
ing. Up to 1860 there was nothing but oak 
wood used in shipbuilding, and nowadays oak 
was one of the drugs in the market. There 
was a time when timber was very cheap— 
when, for instance, one hundred boards from 
the County Wicklow cost only fourteenpence, 
and when the planting of trees along the 
Grand Canal bank cost ds. 4d. each. 

The Swedes, he said, were the only yeople 
who preserved their timber supplies, .and the 
care of the forests cost little or nothing. . 

Mr. Forbes said that, in his opinion 

in fifty years’ time timber supplies. would 
be virtually exhausted, but the Swedes would 
preserve their forests. The question was 
whether an adequate substitute for timber 
could be found if there were a timber 
famine. In this country land owners would 
not turn their land into tree-growing land, 
and gave only the worst tracts on mountain 
sides for planting. 
Ireland could grow Oregon pine and silver 
spruce (which might be used for aeroplanes) 
with advantage. More land in this country 
should be devoted to timber growing, exist- 
ing forests should be preserved, and increased 
afforestation should be proceeded with. 


SWEDISH METHODS. 


Mr. M. P. Rowan, in moving a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Forbes, suggested that the 
ag of Swedish methods would be good 
for Irish tree-growing. 

Mr. J. Walter Beckett, seconding, said 
that forestry should be treated as a serious 
subject. “se wanted to know what was the 
origin of forest fire. 

ir Frederick Moore paid a tribute to Mr. 
Forbes’s work in the department of afforesta- 
tion. There had been, he said, a great deal 
of good systematic work done by Mr. Forbes, 
and his work was to be continued under 
Mr. Crozier. One of the great reasons for 
the scarcity of timber was the wasteful use 
that was made of it. 

Mr. Forbes, replying to the vote of thanks, 
said that lightning, sparks from railway 
engines, and carelessness, were the cause of 
orest fires.

THE IRISH CUP?

HERE was no Irish Cup meeting in 
cf the 1920-21 season, but, except for 
that one break, the national trophy 
since 1912-13, annually attracted many 
ds of Ireland's coursing enthusiasts to 
Clounanna. The last occasion on which the 
Cup was competed for at an ‘‘ outside” 
onire was in the season 1911-12, when Mr, 
John Baily, of Tralee, had his good dogs, 
Behenagh and Ballyrameen, in the final 
round, with Ballyrameen running for Mr. 
Foley. Thrice only has the National fixture 
been held outside Limerick. The original 
intention was that it. should go the rounds, 
but after it had gone to The Creagh (1906- 
1907), Wexford (1907-8) and Tralee (1911- 
1912), it reverted to its first home, and there 
jt has remained. 
That much of the glory of the premier 
Jrish meeting has departed is undeniable, 
but that was the inevitable result of the 
institution of the Tipperary, Kingdom, Cork, 
Connaught, Tetrarch and Belsize vag meet- 
ings, and in latter years of that wonderfully 
successful and most. peas fixture, the 
Breeders’ Stakes, which makes an irresist- 
able appeal to Irish coursers. But the Cup 
has still a peculiar fascination for lovers of 


the longtails.

Making his 
éébut in public, he showed tremendous pace 
for a Puppy but he proved himself later a 
dunce behind the hare, and was one of the 
luckiest of Irish Cup winners, inasmuch as 
deadly at the first stroke, he got weak hares. 
which he killed many lengths in front of 
his opponents. 

Osprey Hawk, Fawn Queen and Lady 
Charming, who, owing to frost, divided in 
1916-17 with Outlaw VII., were speedy and 
beautiful runners.

BOXING. 


WALES DEFEAT IRELAND. 


HUGHES AND FLOOD THE ONLY 
WINNERS. 


Treland and Wales were again opposed in a 
charity tournament when they met yesterday at 
Cardiff, Wales winning by four contests to two, 
with one abanduned, In the previous meeting, 
at Haverford-West on Saturday, each country had 
won three bouts, but last night seven events were 
to have been staged to decide who should hold 
the cup put up by a Cardiff sportsman, and to be 
competed for annually. The cruiser-weight contest 
between R. Hearns and W. Prosser did not, how- 
ever, take place, as Prosser was unable to fight 
owing to injury. 

First blood went to Ireland when P. Hughes 
beat T. Radmore, the Welsh bantam champion, in 
quick time. Radmore had put up a good display 
at Havertord-West, but this time his resistance 
was rather feeble, and two rounds sufficed to 
give the Irishman his victory. T. Edmunds and 
W. O'Shea fought a gruelling fight in the second 
bout, both taking a great deal of punishment. 
Kdmunds was eventually declared the winner, but 
the verdict was not too well received, while it was 
only on the referee's casting vote that Griffiths 
was given the verdict over-G. Roche. 


BANTAM-WEIGHT. 


_P. Hughes beat Trevor Radmore, Racmore re- 
tiring in the second round. Hughes, who won 
the previous contest in the final round, did much 
better on this occasion Radmore opened well, 
stabbing his opponent with a snappy left hand, 
thus keeping the Irish lad off. Hughes, however, 
was very determined, and eventually got inside, 
where he punished Radmore with stiff blows to 
the body. The Welshman used the ring well, and 
avoiding any serious damage, was the winner of 
the round. The second session, however, proved 
the last; for Hughes, wading in with both hands, 
weakened his rival by a succession of body punches. 
Radmore endeavoured to stall him off, but to no 
purpose, Hughes hooking both hands repeatedly 
to the head. Radmore was very weak when 
xoing to his corner, and it was no surprise when 
the announcement wus made that the Welshman 
had retired, leaving Hughes the winner. 


WELTER-WEIGHT. 


T. Edmunds (Welsh Welter Champion) beat W.

MIDDLE-WEIGHT. 


A. Donovan beat W. J. Blackwell on points. 
The exchanges from the outset were heavy. 
Donovan displayed a good left hand, which he used 
to some effect, with the result that Blackwell's nose 
soon showed signs of damage. He was bieeding 
from a nasty cut in the second round, and later 
Donovan’s right hand caused a nasty cut over the 
Irishman’s left eye. Blackwell, however, continued 
to show great pluck, and, though in the fifth round 
it seemed as if he was about to go down under a 
shower of heavy rights and lefts, he battled on 
through the final round, when Donovan was declared 
the winner on points. It was really a clear cut 
victory, Donovan being much the harder hitter. 


FLY-WEIGHT. 


J. Grifiths beat G. Roche on points. Roche had 
an advantage in height and reach, and Griffiths 
consequently opened cautiously. He cleverly 
avoided the Irish lad’s attempts to get to close 
quarters by good footwork, but eventually Roche 
cornered him and scored heavily on the body.

Taken by surprise, the Irish lad was 
forced to the ropes, but quickly came back to 
score well at long range. Clever footwork and 
snappy punching marked the third session, but in 
the fourth round the pair eased up, and vere 
warned by the referee not to indulge in shadow- 
boxing. There was no doubt that inside Roche 
had the pull, Griffiths being prone to hold "ith 
the left hand. In the end, however, the Welsh lad 
was declared the winner on points, though only on 
the referee’s casting vole. 


LIGHT-WEIGHT. 


J. Flood beat P. Grace on points. The Weish- 
man, who was at a disadvantage of several inches 
in height, played for the body. From the outset 
he was partially successful, but had to take some 
nasty jabs to the face before he could get inside.

EARL OF LISTOWEL. 

The Earl of Listowel died early yesterday 
at the residence of Sir Trehawke and Lady 
Kekewich, at Peamore, near Exeter. 

Lord Listowel was taken ill there at a 
shooting party over a week ago. He was 65 
years of age. 

Only a month ago he was deer-stalking in 
Scotland. 

A great traveller and a big game hunter, 
Lord Listowel had a wonderful collection of 
trophies at Oxton House, Kenton, his Devon- 
shire seat. 

He was also a very keen fisherman, 
naturalist and gardener. 

His Irish seat, Convamore, Ballyhooly, 
County Cork, was burned down during the 
trouble. 

Richard Granville Hare, the fourth Earl, 
was a veteran of the South African War, and 
also saw service in the Great War. 

A former lieutenant in the Ist Life Guards, 
he served in the South African campaign with 
the 8th Battalion {mperial Yeomanry, and 
was taken prisoner, 

in the Great War he saw service with the 
Tenth Division. At the outbreak of war he 
held the rank of major in the 3rd Royal 
Munster Fusiliers. 

The Countess is a daughter of the second 
Baron Derwent. 

The Earl sat in the House of Lords as 
Baron Hare. 

The earldom is an Irish peerage and the 
title of Baron Hare in the peerage of the 
United Kingdom was conferred on the third 
earl, who was a Lord-in-Waiting to Queen 
Victoria. 


THE NEW EARL. 

The successor to the title is the Earl’s son, 
Viscount Ennismore, who has three brothers 
and two sisters. 

The new Earl, who is 25, has already shown 
remarkable unconventionality. 

Three years ago, when an undergraduate 
of Magdalene College, Cambridge, he caused 
it to be known that he had decided not to 
use the title of Viscount Ennismore and to be 
known as Mr. William Francis Hare. 

He explained that he objected to “the 
servility given to a man of title, and that a 
courtesy title gave an unfair advantage.’’ 

The late Lord Listowel was a former Master 
of the Duhallow Foxhounds, County Cork. 

It is stated that Viscount Ennismore, 
although he preferred to be known as Mr, 


Hare, will assume the title of Earl of Lis- 
towel, in accordance with custom. 


THE REV. RE. 8S. LEE. 

The Rev. Robert S. Lee, a well-known 
minister of the Methodist Church, died at 
is residence in Belfast on Sunday. Mr. Lee, 
who had attained the age of 87, was a native 
of Co. Wicklow. He entered the ministry 
in 1860, and has been stationed in many of 
the leading circuits of Irish Methodism, in- 
cluding Dublin (Abbey street), Kingstown 
and Cork. A_ considerable part of his 
ministry was spent in the City of Belfast, 
and there he made his home on his retire- 
ment from the active work of the Church in 
1512.

MOTION FOR PAYMENT OF FEES. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

In the matter of the estate of the late 
Mr. John O’Connell, LL.D., solicitor, 
Tralee. and in an action in which Patrick 
O'Connor is the plaintiff and Mrs. Mary 
Josephine O'Connell, the widow of the 
testator. is the defendant, 

Mr. M. Comyn, K.C.. who, with Mr. M. 
O'Callaghan (instructed by Mr. 4. C. 
Guihan), appeared for the defendant, applied 
for an order by which out of a sum of £609 
costs recovered in an action of Murphy 
against Hurley and lodged in court there 
should be withdrawn and paid to senior 
counsel £73 10s. and to junior counsel £44 2s, 
on account of fees due to them. 

The action, which was in respect of a sea 
wall at Fenit, was taken on appeal to the 
House of Lords, and it was won by John 
P. Murphy, the plaintiff, with costs amount- 
ing to £1,137 13s. 3d., of which £609 was 
pavable to the late Mr. O'Connell. 

Counsel contended that the entire sum of 
£609 was not the property of the testator, 
and that the sums in respect of counsel's 
fees, which were in the nature of a lien or 
pledge, should not have been lodged in court. 
It would have been impossible to collect for 
the estate the £609 unless counsel had given 
up the briefs which they held, and were 
entitled to hold 

For the plaintiff, a creditor of the estate, 
it was stated that the fees were due, but 
counsel could not recover fees. They must, 
however, apply as creditors of the estate in 
respect of the fees which they claimed. 

Mr. Justice Johnston adjourned the case 
for a full argument, and remarked that the 
application raised important questions.
